Duties.—Must reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each o: six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
trists. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

He considered the collec- 
tion of the license to be an imposi- 
tion, and hoped the Council would 
te-consider the matter. 

M. A. Munro addressed the Council 
on the question of the oil licerse. He 
[aia not think it was just to impose: 
'it on those already holding real es-, 

tate licenses. For a long time past 
there was no office that had paid 
expenses, and now, just at a time! 
|when it vans possible to make a lit- 
tle money, the Council step in and put 
on an extra tax. They were only; 
making a small commission because 
they were handling shares belonging 
to bona fide companies with good 
;men at their head, but if they wish- 
ed they could get companies which 
were not so scrupulous but would 
pay higher commissions ; but, as far 
as he was concerned, he had lived 18 
years in Red Déer and had the wel- 
‘fare of the city to consider, as well 
as his own personal reputation, and 
would only handle what he consider- 
ed to be fair and above board. 

He could understand a license being 
put on to prevent outsiders, but they 
had stepped in and taken the cream 
before the license had been put on. 
He had been told that the license 
was put on to prevent the people 
investing their money. If that was 
so, it was useless, because if inves- 
tors could not carry out their busi- 
ness through local men, they would 
do it through the mails. He could 
not see either where they got any 
protection from it, and hoped the 
Council would re-consider the mat- 
ter. 

Mayor Carsecallen, in answer to 
Mr. Munro, said that the primary 
object of the Council had been to 
protect the real estate agents of the 
city, and the citizens from being im- 
portuned by unscrupulous agents, 
‘who might flock in for the  timn 
being. They had no thought of put- 
ting a hardship on the local agents 
at all, and had given the matter 
very careful consideration and done 
what they considered the , best thing 
for all concerned. He did not think 
it would be advisable to take the 
license off, and was sorry he cowld 
not pive any more encouragement at 
the present time.

Even General Custer, Accomplished 
Rider as He -Was, Could Not 
_ Stop Runaway Horse, 

There was perhaps no more pictur 
esque cavalry commander engaged in 
the Civil war, north or south, and most 
certainly none with a more remark- 
able career, writes Gen’ James Grant 
Wilson in the Bulletin of the Society 
for the Prevention of Cruelty to Ani- 
mals, than George Armstrong Custer 
(1839-1876), who was graduated at 
the United States military academy of 
West Point in 1861. Hntering ‘the 
army as a second Heutenant in that 
year he rode at the head of his cay- 
alry division in the famous Washing- 
ton review of May, 1865, as a major 
general! zn 

While in less than four years’ serv- 
ice he had seven horses killed under 
him—a greater number it is believed 
than was lost. by any other leadér of 
Union troops who participated in the 
war, he miraculously escaped both 
death and wounds. : 

Among the numerous charges own- 
ed by Custer, his four favorites were 
Don Juan, Jack Rucker, Dandy .and 
Vic. The first mentioned was a 
thoroughbred stallion of great speed, 
strength and spirit, on which the dash- 
ing young sabreur appeared with his 
celebrated Third Cavalry division in 
the grand review at the close of the 
war. : 

When approaching the reviewing 
stand on which were assembled Presi- 
dent Johnson with his cabinet, Grant, 
Sherman, Meade and many other 
prominent generals, Don Juan became 
excited and frightened at the floral 
bouquets and wreaths showered upon 
him and his rider, as well as the wild 
tempest of cheers that zreeted them, 
and ran away, in spite of the efforts 
of one of the most accomplished horse. 
men in the army to control him. The 
youthful major general of twenty-six 
at length stopped the stallion and re- 
Joined his command in scason to ap- 
pear with it as the division swept past 
the reviewing stand.

Eggs which have been fertilized 

constitute the greatest proportion 
of the inferior stock which, when 
examined, proves unfit for food. It 
it not necessary that these shall 
have remained for a time under a 
broody hen, a temperature of seventy 


degrees being, in itself, sufficient to 


cause the germ to commence to 
grow. If the heat is constant the 
development of the chick will con- 
tinue, but if it azases or is inter- 
mittent, putrefaction at once sets in 
and the egg becomes bad. On the 
other hand infertile eggs which are 
free from the active germ cell, do 
not, under ordinary conditions, de- 
teriorate seriously. 

Few farmers seem to realize these 
facts, and consequently very few 
make any effort to insure infertility. 
The impression prevails among many 
that the pnesence of the male bird in 
the flock is essential to the produc- 
tion of a maximum number of eggs. 
This assumption has been proven, 


time and time again, to be absolute- 


ly without foundation. 

Farmers and others selling eggs for 
market are recommended to kill o 
or dispose of the male birds after 
the breeding season. As a result of 


their remaining with the flock after 


June ist, Canadian farmers lose 
each year at least a million dollars, 
through the presence of partially in. 
cubated eggs in the produce which is 
marketed. The fact that the best 
trade in many cities in Canada now 
offers the premium of from one to 
five cents per dozen, for non-fertiliz- 
ed eggs, suggests an additional 
financial consideration which but few 
can afford to overlook.

composing the Boards of Tsade of the 
‘cities and towns. Not long ago, when 


tke fever of expansion was at its 


height in these urban communities, 
thousands of dollars and volumes of 
energy were expended in a vain en- 
deavor to acquire industries. Stimu- 
lated by a craze for profits in real 
estate, the general demand was for 
factories and an increased pay roll, 
and some municipalities got the fac- 
tories without the increased pay roll. 
It has taken just a little longer than 
one year to establish a new commer- 
cial point of view in nearly every city 
and town in the west. In one aspir- 
ing city in Saskatchewan, which Is 
situated in the very heart-of a grain 
area of 3,600 square miles, the clamor 
for industries has given way to the 
slogan, “a man for every farm in the 
‘surrounding district.” The President 
of the Edmonton Board of Trade, de- 


livering his annual address recently, 


emphasized the same idea, encourag- 
ing development in the rural districts. 
These were his words in referring to 
the question of further manufdcturing 


‘in this city: “I would first like to seo 


those ninety-five factories and indus- 
trial enterprises we already have 
operating to full capacity and increas- 
ing their capacity. To double the out- 
put of existing factories is preferable 
to doubling the number of industries. 
I feel that work designed. to promote 
agricultural development in our tribu- 
tary territory should be vigorously 


‘continued, and the attention of out- 


side agriculturists drawn in every pos- 
sible way to the fact that between 
the Red Deer and the Athabasca 
Rivers lies probably the best mixed 
farming country on this continent. 
At present it is estimated that less 
than five per cent. of the good till- 
able land in the rich. territory refer- 
red to is in use. To increase the pro- 
duction of the surrounding land is the 
surest way to increase the output of 
Edmonton factories."—Norman Lam- 
bert in The Globe. 


Douglas Fir 

Douglas fir is the chief timber 
species in British Columbia, and ts 
third in importance in Canada, deriving 
its name from David’ Douglas, who 
discovered it in 1827 and introduced 
it Into the gardens of Europe. Its 
adaptability and rapid rate of growth 
led to its being largely planted as a 
forest tree in Germany, France, Den- 
mark and England, and the Indians 
in British Columbia sell immense 
quantities of seeds to European dealers 
every year. A Danish plantation at 
th. age of 29 years produced 87 cords 
of wood, equal to an annual produc 
tion of three cords per acre, which Is 
about three times the growth-rate of 


white pine on average s80il in Canada, 
‘The wood of: Douglas fir {s also con- 
‘sicerably stronger than white pine, 


and is valued highly for construction 
purposes because of its size, strength 
and comparative Nghtness. 


PROTECT THE FORESTS 


An Economlo as Well as Moral 8in 
to Destroy Them 


“The question of the protection of 
our forests from fire is first of all a 
question of morals; to burn useful 
material without any reason. for burn- 
ing is immoral,” said. Dr. Fernow, 
Dean of Forestry at the University 
of Toronto, in dealing with the prob- 
lem of the suppression or the pre- 
vention of forest fires. He said the 
importance of it would be admitted 
when it was realized that there are 
at present over 569,000 acres of po- 
tentially marketable timber without 
any fire protection whatever. Also 
the Government had lost in potentlal 
dues $541,600, and this did not in- 
clude the value of such timber to 
the community in preparing it for the 
market. “The one Province which 
now stands ahead of all others Is 
British Columbia. They have takén 
the matter in hand seriously and 
efficiently,” said Dr. Fernow. “On- 
tario, although the Government spends 
& large amount of money on forest 
reserves, protects very little.” The 
reservations in Ontario are merely 
sections of the country that have been 
withdrawn from use as farm land. 
The thought of protecting them from 
fire has not yet occurred to the Govern, 
ment. The same might be said in re- 
gard to tho profitable utilization of 
these forest reserves.” Dr. Fernow 
pointed to the example of the United 
States, where they are making at- 
tempts to deal with the problem of 
the timber supply of the future. 

“It is not wood of any description 
that we are interested in,” sald he, 
“but wood of a kind that has a com- 
mercial value. Timber is what wo 
are interested in.” 

Dr. Fernow went on to say that thero

ORNAMENTAL STONES 
AND GANADIAN BUILDING 


Stone-cutters’ Union Ar Anxious to Have 
Work Done in Canada—Serlous Com- 
' petition From American Staqne 


The Toronto Stone Cutters’ Union 
have issued a very attractive and in- 
teresting booklet dealing with the 
subject of “Building Stones—both 
Canadian and Imported.” The book is 
& credit to organized labor, and par- 
ticularly to the Stone Cutters’ Union, 
who edited it. It not only contains 
@ general description of the various 
stones that are used in Canada, but 
also a chemical analysis of the dif- 
ferent varieties, and it is well illus- 
trated with splendid photographs of 
typical buildings containing the dif- 
ferent stones described. 

Canadian Sandstones 

Dealing with the subject of Can- 
adian Sand Stones, the Stone Cutters 
state their views as follows: 

In presenting for your consideration 
the Sandstones of Ontario and the 
Maritime Provinces, with the chemical 
analysis of same, we may be pardoned 
for making a few observations upon 
our outlook as Canadian citizens. 

Experience lias taught us that it 
is a wise policy to stand for the de- 
velopment of home industries; and be- 
Heving that this is the only safe course 
to pursue in protecting the home work- 
er against the invasion of foreign pro- 
ducts, “which factor is playing such 
havoc in our craft at the present time, 
owing to the remarkable development 
of machinery,-and the manner in 
which artificial methods facilitate the 
production of wealth. 

The evil resulting from this is easily 
discerned in the number of skilled 
mechanics either temporarily em. 
ployed or totally unemployed. ‘Ve 
clearly foresee the foolishness of en- 
deavoring to prohibit mechanical 
means of production, “but” we are 
of opinion that a condition could be 
made operative which would result in 
a minimum of suffering, to those de- 
pendent upon the industry for a liv- 
ing, namely: (1) That as far as pos. 
sible all work should be executed in the 
locality for which the construction is 
intended. (2) And secondly, that pre. 
ference should be given to home pro- 
ducts as far as the supply is possible. 

Between Two Evils 

Many Gbjections may be raised to 
these suggestions, but we aré placed 
in the unfortunate position of having 
to choose between two evils, and, like 
wise men, choose the lesser. The 
question of supply will probably take 
priority in the objections, and without 
discussing the question on its broad 
-merits here, we conclude that from 
f national point of view, we have a 
home market, “why not a home 
supply?” 

There is an abundance of stone in 
the provinces, and if its production 
was facilitated, could supply every 
legitimate demand of the building in. 
dustry. So far as the stones them. 
selves are concerned, they stand well 
in comparison to other stones not pro. 
duced in the provinces. (The neces. 
Sary chemical combination and the 
demonstration of actual strength of 
the same, and, considering that we 
have almost every variety of sand. 
stone possessing the desirable charac. 
teristics for the expression of artistic 
design), leads us to conclude that the 
advocacy of its practical utility is 
reasonable, and to accomplish a much 
wider use of these stones is not be. 
yond our expectation. 

Asked by Stone Cutters 

To the manufacturers is commonly 
attributed all of the agitation fo: 
““Made-in-Canada” goods, and for the 
policy of moderate protection which 
encourages the production of manu. 
factured goods in Canada. It 1s in. 
teresting to know, therefore, that the 
decision of the Government to put a 
duty on building stone did not result 
from the efforts of the quarry men, 
but rather from the agitation which 
was 80 ably conducted by the local 
Stone Cutters’ Unions in such places 
‘as Toronto, Montreal, Winnipeg and 
elsewhere In Canada. - The Canadian 
‘mechanic knows full well that any 
policy which provides work for his 
rivals in a foreign country is not go. 
ing to help him solve his individual 
problem of the high cos€ of living. 
Hence his desire to have the Govern. 
ment adopt a policy which would in- 
‘sure him a reasonable amount of work 
Mn his own. country. All the larger 
‘Western cities are interested in this 
question, since most have the stone 
cutters’ trade in their midst. In ad- 
‘dition, there are a number of Wes. 
‘tern quarries, the demand for whose 
‘product will be greatly increased as 
‘tho result of the policy the Govern- 
‘ment announced Jast month, and which

W. H, Cushing of Ca of Calgary, rAlbefia: 
Speake of the Need of Settlers 
on the Land 


Mr, ‘W. H. Cushing, in referring to 
Alberta as the land of opportunity,

Optimist that he is, he says 
that it is questionable whether the 
sponge-like soil of the prairies could 
be robbed of its virtue no matter how 
many crops were taken from it. Cer- 
tainly it would not deteriorate it 
given proper care and a rest occasion. 
ally. Even admitting that the wheat 
growers were taxing their land in the 
effort to grow wealthy quickly, the 
danger faded away when it was re- 
membered that but little over 2 per 
cent. of the agricultural land had yet 
been ploughed. “Alberta,” concludes 
Mr. Cushing, “stands on immense beds 
of coal, deposits of gas, oil, etc. In 
the north, there are large tracts of 
practically pure salt and other valu- 
able minerals abound. ll this is in 
addition to her agriculture. \.ho can 
predict what lies in front of such a 
storehouse of natural wealth? As | 
said before, I am _ firmly convinced 
that, for the young man, Alberta is 
the land of opportunity.”
